V.     Motions. 

(1.)  By  Rev.  Dr.  Scott. 

•'  That  this  Synod  do  memorialilize  the  General  Synod  at  its  forthcoming  meeting  in 
September  to  authorize  the  use,  in  cases  where  it  is  asked  for,  the  prayer  for  adminis- 
ter imx  the  Unction  of  the  sick,  printed  in  the  first  Prayer  Book  of  King  Edward  the 
Sixth." 

PRAYER  FROM  THE  1st  PRAYER  BOOK  OF  KINO  EDWARD  THE  SIXTH. 

"  As  with  this  visible  oil  thy  body  outwardly  is  anointed,  so  our  heavenly  Father,  Almighty 
God  grant  of  His  infinite  goodness  that  thy  soul  inwardly  may  be  anointed  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
who  is  the  Spirit  oi'  all  strength,  comfort,  relief  and  gladness.  And  vouchsafe  for  His  great  mercv 
(if  it  be  His  blessed  will)  to  restore  unto  thee  thy  bodily  health  and  strength,  to  serve  Him  ;  and  send 
thee  release  of  all  thy  pains,  troubles  and  diseases,  both  in  body  and  mind.  And  howsoever  His 
goodness  (by  His  divine  and  unsearchable  Providence)  shall  dispose  of  thee ;  we,  His  unworthv 
ministers  and  servants,  humbly  beseech  the  Eternal  Majesty  to  do  with  thee,  according  to  the  mul- 
titude oi'  His  innumerable  mercies,  and  to  pardon  thee  all  thy  sins  and  offences  committed  by  all 
thy  bodily  senses,  passions  and  carnal  affections  :  "Who  also  vouchsafe  mercifully  to  grant  unto  thee 
ghostly  strength,  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  to  withstand  and  overcome  all  temptations  and  assaults  of  thine 
adversary,  that  in  no  wise  he  prevail  against  thee,  but  that  thou  mayest  have  perfect  victory  and 
triumph  against  the  devil,  sin  and  death,  through  Christ  our  Lord,  who  by  His  death  hath  overcome 
the  Prince  of  death,  and  with  the  Father  and  Holy  Ghost  evermore  liveth  and  reigneth  God,  world 
without  end." — Amen. 

(2.)   By  Tapt.  Carter; 

That  the  following  words  be  added  to  section  V.  of  Canon  XXIII :  — 

'•  Whenever,  after  the  1st  July,  1905,  any  Archdeacon  withdraws  from  the  Diocese  or  is 
placed  on  the  list  of  superannuated  Clergy,  he  shall  cease  to  hold  the  office  of  an  Arch- 
deacon and  to  be  a  member  of  the  Capitular  Body,  and  the  stall  assigned  to  him  in  the 
Cathedral  shall  become  vacant,  but  he  shall  have  the  title  of  Honorary  Archdeacon  so 
long  as  he  resides  in  the  Diocese." 

(3.)  By  R.  Campbell : 

That  Canon  IX  be  amended  as  follows  : — 

(«)  In  line  3  of  section  2  strike  out  all  the  words  after  "  Communicants"  down  to  the  word 
"  any  "  in  line  4. 

(b)  In  section  7,  lines  3  and  4,  strike  out  the  words  "■for  that  Deanery." 

(4.)  By  R.  Campbell  : 

'"  That  when  any  article  of  the  Constitution  or  any  Canon  of  this  Synod  has  been  amended, 
such  article  or  Canon  be  printed  as  amended  with  the  journal  for  the  Session  at  which 
such  amendment  was  made." 

(5.)  By  R.  Campbell : 

"  That  after  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  this  Diocese  the  Secretaries  shall  inform 
the  Central  Board  of  the  Church  Society  of  the  name  of  all  congregations  who  have 
not  elected  a  Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  represent  it  in  the  Synod,  and  paid  its  Synod 
assessment." 

(6.)  By  R.  Campbell  : 

That  Canon  XVII  be  amended  as  follows  : — 

In  lines  6  and  26  of  section  1  before  the  word  "  regular"  insert  the  following  words  :  "  mem- 
ber of  the  Church  of  England  in  Canada  and  of  no  other  religious  denomination  and.  a  " 

(7.)  By  R.  Campbell : 

That  the  following  clause  be  added  to  article  4  of  the  Constitution  as  passed  at  the  last  Ses- 
sion of  the  Synod  : — 

'•  A  certificate  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in  a  congregation  shall  be  given  by  the 
Minister  in  charge  and  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  Vestry  meeting,  at  which  the  dele- 
gates are  elected." 

(8)  Moved  by  Rev.  F.  G.  Scott : 

"  That  this  Synod  do  memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  form  a  Canadian  Church  Temper- 
ance Association  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  Temperance,  and  the  dis- 
cussion and  enforcement  of  the  laws  affecting  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  Canada." 


i{9).  By  Canon  Yon  Iffland  : 

That  Canon  VII  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  the  words  after  the  title  of  the  Canon  and 
substituting  the  following  therefor : 

"1.  The  Diocesan  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as 
President,  the  Archdeacon  or  Archdeacons,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Church  Society,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Secretaries  of  Synod,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Synod,  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  six  Clergymen  and 
six  Laymen  who  shall  be  elected,  one  half  of  each  order  by  the  Church  Society 
annually,  at  its  annual  general  meeting,  and  the  other  half  by  the  Synod  of  the 
Diocese  biennially,  at  its  regular  biennial  meeting,  provided  that  no  one  may  be 
a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Board  who  is  not  already  a  member  of  the  Church 
Society.  Any  vacancies  arising  from  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the 
Diocese,  shall  be  provisionally  filled  by  the  Lord  Bishop,  and  the  persons  so 
appointed  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  ensuing  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Synod 
or  the  Church  Society,  as  the  case  may  be.  Six  members  of  the  Board  shall  form 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  Board  shall  appoint  their 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  also  have  authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  management  of  their  own  affairs,  provided  that  none  of  these  be  contrary 
to,  or  inconsistent  with  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  the  By-Laws  of  the  Church 
Societv,  or  the  Canons  of  the  Diocesan  Synod.  The  Board  shall  submit  to  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Church  Society  and  to  each  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Synod,  a 
statement  of  their  accounts,  and  also  a  report  of  their  proceedings  and  of  the  condi- 
tion and  prospects  of  their  Missionary  Stations. 

2.  The  Revenue  of  the  Diocesan  Board  shall  include  the  annual  grant  of  the  S.  P.  G., 

the  interest  accruing  from  the  invested  capital  of  the  several  Mission  Funds  of  the 
Church  Society,  all  offerings,  subscriptions  and  contributions  as  per  agreement 
from  Parishes  and  Missions,  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  Clergy  Trust  Fund,  and 
any  grants  which  may  be  made  by  the  Central  Board.  All  moneys  entrusted  to 
the  Board  shall  be  applied  exclusively  towards  the  support  of  those  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  whose  cur^s  are  connected  with  the  Board,  and  towards  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church  in  the  poorer  districts,  and  such  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  carrying  on  of  its  work. 

3.  All  acts  of  the  Board  shall  be  subject  to  the  disallowance  of  the  Lord  Bishop. 

4.  All  appointments  to  Missions  aided  by  the  Diojesan   Board  shall  be  made  by  the 

Lord  Bishop  acting  in  concert  with  the  Board. 

5.  On  the  establishment  of  a  new   Mission   under  the  Board,  or  on  the  termination  of 

the  existing  agreement  with  any  Congregation,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Lord  Bishop, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  confer  and  arrange  with  the  local  authorities  as 
to  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by  the  people  interested  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  resident  Clergyman.  "Memoranda  of  Agreement"  stating  that  the  aim  of 
such  Mission  must  be  the  contributing  of  the  maximum  stipend  paid  to  Mission- 
aries under  the  Board,  the  amount  of  the  contribution  they  are  then  prepared  to 
pay  and  the  conditions  of  its  payment,  shall  be  signed,  on  the  one  hand  by  the 
Church-Wardens,  and  on  the  other  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Church- Wardens,  under  this  agreement,  to  collect  and  transmit  the 
"contribution  as  per  agreement"  in  quarterly  instalments  tto  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board.  On  the  termination  of  any  agreement  now  in  force  any  Mission  or 
Congregation  desiring  aid  from  the  Board  shall  be  required  to  send  in  a  request 
for  the  same  stating  the  amount  of  the  contribution  the  Congregation  or  Congrega- 
tions of  the  Mission  are  prepared  to  give,  and  it"  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  such 
contributions  are  proportioned  to  the  circumstances  of  the  people,  the  Board  shall 
then  make  a  grant  to  the  Mission  supplementary  thereto  sufficient  to  raise  the 
stipend  of  the  Clergyman  to  the  amount  he  is  entitled  to  by  the  scale. 

6.  In  every  instance  when  a  Congregation  shall  be  found  to  have  failed  in  transmitting 

to  the  Treasurer  the  amount  agre  -d  upon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  make 
immediate  enquiries  of  the  local  authorities  as  to  the  cause  of  the  omission,  end  to 
take  such  further  action  as  they  shall  see  fit. 

7.  No  aid  shall  be  given  to  any  Mission  or  Congregation  which  refuses  to  do  its  part 

towards  the  support  of  the  Church's  ministrations. 

8.  When  a  Mission  becomes  self-sustaining,  under  the  conditions  of  Canon  XIII,  it  may, 

if  mutually  agreed  upon,  retain  its  connection  with  the  Board  ;  and  in  every  such 
case  the  Parish  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board, 
except  so  far  as  pertains  to  the  appointment  of  its  Rector  (provided  for  under 
Canon  XIII,  sec.  10),  and  the  Board  shall  have  the  same  responsibilities  as  in  the  case 
of  Missions  or  Congregations  requiring  pecuniary  aid. 


9.  Th.>  scale  of  Stipends  to  the  Clergy  serving  under  the  Diocesan  Board,  dating  from 
the  hrst  January,  1905.  shall  be  as  follows :  — Not  less  than  $600  per  annum  for  the 
first  five  years'  service  in  the  Diocese  ;  not  less  than  $750  per  annum  after  five 
years'  service,  and  not  less  than  $900  after  ten  years'  service.  Provided, 
nevertheless,  that  in  the  case  of  Missions  possessing  local  endowment  funds,  the 
scale  of  payments  to  the  Missionaries  shall  be  reduced  in  each  instance  by  the 
amount  of  the  available  revenue  of  such  endowment  funds.  This  proviso, 
however,  shall  not  apply  to  those  Missionaries  who,  on  the  1st  January,  1898,  were 
entitled  to  recei  e  the  full  amount  of  stipend  payable  under  the  scale  in  addition  to 
the  revenue  paid  to  them  from  the  endowment  fund,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  the 
present  Incumbent  of  Actonvale. 

(10.)  By  Kev.  S.  Scott : 

That  this  Synod,  seeing  with  dismay  the  growing  laxity  among  all  classes  in  theobservance 
of  the  Lord's  Day,  and  recognizing  the  loss  thus  entailed  to  the  people  of  Canada,  do 
memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  take  such  steps  as  it  may  see  fit  to  promote  the 
enactment  and  administration  of  laws  affecting  Sunday  observance.

We  beg  very  respectfully  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  direction  in  Canon  III,  which 
requires  the  Secretaries  "to  notify  each  Clergyman  and  Lay  Delegate  of  the  amount  due  for  Synod 
expenses  by  the  Congregation  represented  by  tie  Delegate,  and  that  the  Delegate  will  not  be  allowed 
to  take  his  seat  until  the  same  has  been  paid."

It  will  be  necessary  that  the  Congregation  pay  the  arrears  and  assessment  due  Easter,  1905, 
to  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Quebec,  Col.  G\  E.  A.  Jones,  before  the  Lay  Delegate  can  take  his  seat  at  the 
approaching  Session  of  Synod. 

Hospitality  will  be  provided  for  those  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  only  who  may  apply  to 
the  Secretaries,  before  the  1st  June,  after  which  date  no  application  can  be  received,  nor  will  it  be 
possible  to  make  provision  for  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Delegate  who  fails  to  make  application  by  that 
date  No  exception  will  be  made.  Each  applicant  for  hospitality  is  required  to  sign  his  own  applica- 
tion. 

Applications  received  by  that  date  will  e  table  the  Secretaries  to  communicate  with  the 
Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates,  and  furnish  them  with  the  addresses  of  those  expecting  them.
